FUTILE DENIAL

5. “That the Pope favored France mak- 
ing an immediate peace treaty with Ger- 
many to avoid complete ruin.” 


All these facts are faithfully recorded

Papal fuss and fuming cannot now 
alter the reeord, nor should Americans, 
either Catholic or Protestant, ever 
condone the Vatican’s part in the be- 
trayal of Europe during the past de- 
cade.

PROTESTANTISM SPEAKS OUT 
ONVERSION from Roman Catho- 
licism to Protestantism is ‘‘like 
swapping a Packard for a broken-down 
wheelbarrow’’. This is what a credu- 
lous and devout Catholic naively wrote 
to tell us recently. Such distorted con- 
cepts are the product of Roman Cath- 
olic propaganda working on the simple, 
unquestioning Catholic mind, and are 
formed chiefly by widely publicized 
accounts of Catholic organizational 
achievements. 


The American press is under the 
thumb of the church of Rome because 
of the threat of boycott to its advertise- 
ment columns; the rest follows. You 
would think, to read American newspap- 
ers, that the whole country was thrilled 
to death over a reception given to a 
Monsignore O’Elanagan at Hoboken, or 
the blessing of St. Christopher’s medals 
for automobilists in Brooklyn. The do- 
ings and pictures of Roman Catholic 
prelates are recorded with unctuous 
flattery; their bombastic sermons are 
printed at great length and no longer 
controverted by Protestant preachers. 
It is considered important news when 
wealthy widows become the patronesses 
of Jesuit enterprises and lay their 
jewels and their sins at their feet. 


No such headlines and pictures ap- 


pear or have been needed so far to pub- 
licize the activities of Protestantism, 
for the record of its achievements is 
written into the very history of the 
United States, the effects of which are 
self-apparent in the country’s institu- 
tions, in moral uplift, in social and 
educational reform. But the simple 
Catholic is given no opportunity to 
learn this. It is time, therefore, for Pro- 
testantism to make its voice heard in 
the land. A little self-praise would do 
it no harm just now, if only to make 
its worth known to ill-informed Cath- 
olics and others who are led to believe 
that Catholicism streams ahead, dynam- 
ic and progressive, while Protestantism 
ereaks along like an outdated wheel- 
barrow. 


A good beginning was made, on Feb- 
ruary 25, by a Protestant Dinner 
Forum at the Hotel Roosevelt in New 
York City under the title ‘‘Protestant- 
ism Answers Hate’’. It was sponsored 
by the Protestant Digest Associates, re- 
presenting Protestant denominations of 
all races. Men high in church and pub- 
lie affairs spoke boldly ‘‘as Protest- 
ants’’, and testified to the identity of 
Protestantism and American principles 
of democracy and freedom. This is well. 
For the war and its far-reaching im- 
plications have brought a heightened 
sense of the importance of religion to 
the future of Western civilization, and 
a ground swell of spiritual awakening 
is becoming apparent in America. Pro- 
testantism will have to see to it that this 
religious awakening will be truly 
Christlike.

RTHER SIGNS of the rising tide 
of religious awakening appeared in 
the enthusiastic response of America’s 
largest cities to the preaching campaign 
recently conducted by the National 
Christian Mission, which is exclusively 
Protestant.

The various 
speakers, from all denominations of 
Protestantism, stressed allegiance to 
Jesus Christ, ‘‘the supreme personality 
of all ages’’, the need for the brother- 
hood of all men, the preservation of the 
American way of life in which freedom 
to worship God, voice opinions and 
speak the truth shall suffer no restraint. 


Episcopal Bishop Thomas C. Darst 
accurately set forth Protestantism’s 
continuous aims as follows: a great 
loyalty to God and Jesus Christ ; a great 
fellowship of all races and religions 
gathered around a table of love; a great 
hope that will send us on until ‘‘faith 
is lost and patient hope is crowned’’.

LIBERTY—BY RIGHT 
OR BY FAVOR? 


PEAKING of democracy and its 
vital principle of the separation of 
church and state, Pope Leo XIII, in his 
encyclical Libertas praestantissimum 
naturae opus, has the following: 


“There remain those who, while they do 
not approve the separation of church and 
state, think nevertheless that the church 
ought to adapt herself to the times and to 
conform to what is desired by the modern 
[democratic] system of government. Such 
an opinion is sound, if it is to be under- 
stood of an adaptation that is consistent 
with truth and justice: in so far, namely, 
that the church, in the hope of some great 
good, may show herself indulgent, and may 
conform to the times in whatever her 
sacred office permits. But it is not so in 
regard to practices and doctrines which a 
perversion of morals and a false judgment 
have unlawfully introduced. 

“From what has been said it follows that 
it is in no way lawful to demand, to de 
fend, or to grant, unconditional freedom of 
thought, of speech, of writing, or of re 
ligion, as if they were so many rights which 
nature has given to man. For if nature 
had really given them, it would be lawful 
to refuse obedience to God, and there would 
be no restraint to human liberty. It like- 
wise follows that freedom in these things 
may be tolerated when there is a just cause, 
but only with such moderation as will pre- 
vent its degenerating into license and ex- 
cess. 

“Again, it is not of itself wrong to prefer 
a democratic form of government, if only 
the Catholic doctrine be maintained as to 
the origin of power”. 


The above is quoted by Right Rev. 
Msgr. George B. O’Toole, professor of 
philosophy at the Catholic University 
of America, Washington, D. C., in 
his translator’s preface to Louis Veuil- 
lot’s The Liberal Illusion, recently re- 
printed under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference in 
Washington. Monsignor O’Toole adds 
the following: 


‘*It is clear, then, that no Catholic 


may positively and unconditionally 
approve of the policy of separation

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of Church and State (italics his). 
But, given a country like the United 
States, where religious denominations 
abound and the population is large- 
ly non-Catholic, it is clear that the 
policy of treating all religions alike 
becomes, all things considered, a 
practical necessity, the only way of 
avoiding a deadlock. Under such cir- 
cumstances, separation of Church 
and State is to be accepted, not as 
the ideal arrangement, but as a mod-

“THE ABUSES of the Roman 
ehurch have always grown out of 
the necessities of government; and 
they can invariably be detached 
from the Scriptures upon which 
they are founded and to which they 
cling like lichens. I call them 
‘abuses’,—one might more proper- 
ly call them ‘uses’; for they were 
simply devices which were useful, 
indeed necessary to the church’s 
supremacy. 

‘“The first of these abuses was the 
incorporation into the Catholic 
church of the old Roman religion, 
the acceptance by the church of the 
pomp and ritual which formed an 
historic part of the Roman imagina- 
tion. This ecclesiastical pomp with 
its elaborate ceremonies was mod- 
eled upon classic tradition. From 
the point of view of historic con- 
tinuity the successorship of the 
Roman Catholic church to the Rom- 
an Empire is the most interesting 
fact in history. The old Roman rit- 
ual, the Roman spirit of obedience, 
the Roman worship of external dis- 


play, and the Roman passion for 
universal domination have been de- 
livered over to the modern world in 
unbroken continuity . 

‘**F'rom the point of view of Bib- 
lical history, the incorporation of 
the old Roman religion into a theoe- 
racy based on Israel was a some- 
what revolting piece of stage work, 
through which the mysteries of the 
soul were transformed into political 
agencies, and men were brought 
into a_ superstitious obedience. 
Whenever we feel impelled to con- 
demn the Roman church as a prac- 
ticer of a degrading form of tyran- 
ny, let us remember that she is 
merely pursuing a course which she 
entered on in the fourth century. 
Her officers cannot understand 
what is wrong with the practice. 
They know nothing else.’’

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Who are the Two 
. Candlestick- Men? 


ai HE MOST DARING vindication to date of the Nazi-fascist dictators 





and their ideology appeared in the Jesuit magazine America for March 
i1st—the day the dictators began their second spring offensive. It is 
entitled The Tale of the Candlestick-men. Although written as an 
allegory, even those but slightly versed in the art of Jesuit occultism can easily 
understand its obvious intent. It is featured on page 579, under the innocuous 
heading of ‘‘Literature and Arts’’; its author is one Arthur MacGillivray, a 
member of the Jesuit staff of Holy Cross College, Worcester, Mass. The editors 
in their ‘‘Who’s Who’’ column of the magazine quote him as follows: 

“Here is a story which some may call a fantasy; but it isn’t. It is a true story, 

although I cannot vouch for all the details. It may be sweet as honey in the mouths 

of its readers, but it may make their belly bitter.” 

The magazine America contains no notice of copyright; so to avoid being 


accused of distorting the text by partial quotation, we reproduce the story in full 
as follows: 


TALE OF THE CANDLESTICK-MEN 


ONCE upon a time—never mind, the time has not come yet—there were two 
men who were arrested for vagrancy. When asked for their names, they 
said they hadn’t any. When asked for their addresses, they said they hadn’t any. 
“Then what are you doing here?” the court asked. 
“That is for you to find out,”’ they said. 


Their eyes were bright as the sun, so bright that the judge rubbed his eyes 
and said: “Draw the shades, and let them go.” 


So the two men left the courtroom and fortunate were they who could see 
the tattered clothes of the strangers. 


Up the main thoroughfare of the great city they walked, unnoticed by any but 
two nuns coming out of the five-and-ten store. Nuns usually mind their own 
business, you know, but these young nuns couldn’t help but notice the two 
strangers. 

“They look like two olive trees,’ one nun said. 

“They look to me more like two candlesticks,” said the other nun.. 

The strangers and the nuns passed, and they never saw one another again. 

On the next day, when traffic was unmanageable—you know how Times 
Square is now; well, it was like that—the strangers stood in the middle of the 
thoroughfare and began to preach the word of God, foretelling terrible things. 
The traffic policeman—an Irishman, I believe he was—came up to them and 
asked: ‘“‘What are you doing here?” He didn’t use those words exactly, but 
that was what he meant. 


The tattered men with eyes as bright as the sun replied: “We are preaching 
the Word of God.” 
As the policeman was about to ask them why they didn’t leave such preaching 


to the Catholic priests in the churches, such rays of light from the strangers’ eyes 
blinded him that he rubbed his own. 
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“Go ahead, preach then,” he said, still rubbing and rubbing; ‘‘who am I to 
stop the Word of God?” But in his heart there was doubt. 

Horns honked and whistles shrilled and sirens wailed but the traffic could 
not move. So the people on the sidewalks came out on the street and the people 
climbed on top of their cars to see the tattered strangers who spoke to the vast 
multitude. ‘“They’re crazy—who are they ?—what’s the matter?—what are they 
saying?—lunatic asyluam—where are the officers?—listen!—let’s get closer.” 
- “Wash your robes white in the blood of the Lamb,” the strangers shouted, 
and five men with clubs, rushing up to the strangers, tried to beat them down. 
Fire like the fangs of serpents spat from the mouths of the tattered men and 
the five assailants fell dead in the middle of the thoroughfare, in the middle of 
the day, in the middle of June. Some of the people looked up in the sky, an un- 
common thing for people to do in a big city, but they saw nothing but the 
glaring eye of the sun on top of them, and not a cloud could hide them. 

The two strangers made their way out of the crowd and not a person dared 
to come near them. FIVE MEN FATALLY FALL BY FLAME, shouted one 
evening newspaper. STRANGERS SCORCH ZEALOUS CITIZENS, shouted an- 
other. The newspaper photographer evidently had trouble with the focus of his 
lens, because the pictures of the tattered men were blurred beyond human recog- 
nition. 


Those were heavy and wonderful days that followed—never mind, the time 
has not come yet—when the newspapers and the C-radios and the 4th D pictures 
told the story of the Indian Ocean and the Pacific and the Atlantic and Mare 
Nostrum turned into blood, BLOOD, B-L-O-O-D! The people had to find another 
name for the Red Sea, for all the other seas were even redder. And who turned 
the waters to blood? Who struck matches of fire on the blue veil of the waters? 
The tattered men, the two strangers, the two olive trees, the two candlesticks 
whom the nuns remembered and talked about till they died. 

‘“*Wash your robes white in the blood of the Lamb,” shouted the strangers, and 
the face of the earth and the body of the sea were red with blood. But the people 
did not want to wash white their robes; they disliked the tone of the strangers; 
they wanted their green earth and their blue sea, and they would do everything 
to regain their world of ease but what the strangers wanted them to do. 

“You shall have your greenness,” said the strangers, and a green plague 
struck Eurasia. 

“You shall have your blueness,’”’ said the strangers, and a blue plague 
struck the Americas. 


There were green people dying who once were Persians, English, Africans 
and Germans: There were blue people dying who once were Canadians, Brazil- 
ians, North Americans, Peruvians. There were statesmen, chorus boys, stenogra- 
phers, radio announcers, magazine editors, mayors, clubwomen, scrubwomen, 
tubwomen, all dying, all dying. And still the people would not wash white their 
robes. 


Something must be done, the people agreed. The medical experts from all 
the countries tried to stop the plague, but thousands died every day. The priests 
called for the people to come to daily Mass, to make perpetual novenas, to con- 
fess their sins, to receive their Lord in Holy Communion. Many of the people 
heard the call and they answered it, and many of the people heard the call but 
pretended that they were busy. with other things. 


These frightening spectacles went on for, oh, say three years and a half. And 
during that time there were new prime ministers, dictators, presidents, Interna- 
tional Committees. Babies were born and good men died. Babies were stifled in 
the womb and bad men died. 
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Then it happened. The strangers had said all they wanted to say. They had 
told the people what they should do, and all the people listened but not all the 
people heard. Then it happened. One of the listeners was a form called Beast 
who had no use for the tattered men. Beast called together his millions of men, 
smaller beasts, who were not afraid to stare at the suns in the strangers’ eyes. 
Equipped with sun-proof goggles and armed with death-ray guns, the beasts 
penetrated the citadel of the strangers. And that was the last of the strangers. 

The last? The last, did I say? Well, that depends on what you mean by “last.” 
There in the streets of the great city (what is its name? Sodom? What is its 
name? Egypt?)—there lay the dead bodies of the tattered olive trees, the twin 
candlesticks. And people from all about came to see the remains of the mysteri- 
ous men who dared to tell the people what they did not want to do. For three 
days and a half they stared at the closed eyes where shone the brilliant suns, 
There would be no grave, no tomb for these proud paupers. For three days and 


a half there was merriment all over the earth; there was color and dancing and 
wild celebration. 


“The strangers are dead! Hurray!” they shouted. “Our enemies are dead! 
Our destroyers are dead! They shall live no more! Our beasts have slain the 
white-robers!*”’ they shouted. “Let us be gay!” 


And when the third day had gone, at noon of the fourth day, when the sun 
was glaring hot over their heads, the people saw the spirit of life enter into 
the bodies of the strangers. They saw the eyes shine like suns again, and they 
fell back upon one another, amazed, fearful of what the tattered men might 
do. But the tattered men did nothing but listen. And all the people listened with 
them for a voice. But none had the courage to speak. 


Suddenly a voice from Heaven, great with the wind and loud as thunder, 
called: ‘‘Come, come up hither.’ And the two men of God, with all their enemies 
staring, went up to Heaven in a cloud. 


What were the names of the strangers? What does it matter? Why must you 
have a name for everything? Some call them Henoch and Elias. 


And what happened to the people? Well, just as the tattered strangers were 
caught up by the bright cloud, an earthquake shook the whole city and easily 
seven thousand people were killed. And those who weren't killed were much 


afraid, as you might imagine, and they fell on their knees and prayed to God 
to deliver them from evil. 


Do you like that story? No? Didn’t you like the two nuns? They really were 
very pretty nuns. And the Irish policeman? He was a fine man, even though he 
was in doubt for a while. No? You didn’t like him? Well then, go on with your 


work. Forget I ever told you a story. And don’t come to me for another one, 
because that’s the only story I'll tell. 


Following is the interpretation of this allegory which, as the atithor himself 
tells us, is a true story disguised as a fantasy: 


1. Even to the Catholic who has but a slight knowledge of Jesuit allegorical 
forms, it is at once obvious that the two mysterions men, the two olive trees, the 
two candlesticks, are Adolf Hitler and Benito Mussolini. 


2. The court is the World Court of the League of Nations which the two 


dictators defied and which they rendered powerless to stop their ‘‘vagrancy”’. 


3. The two young nuns, who represent all true Catholics, and who are 
supposed to have an inner sense of understanding which is denied to the crude 
democratic public, instantly recognize these two men for what they are—‘‘sent 


by Providence’’, as Pope Pius XI once said of Mussolini and the German Catholic 
bishops of Fuehrer Hitler. 
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4. One nun says they are olive trees—holding out olive branches as symbols 
of peace or appeasement. The other is wiser, sees them rejected as olive trees, 
and calls them candlesticks—symbols of a new life and a ‘‘new order’’ after 
setting the world in flames. 


5. A New York Irish Catholic traffic policeman (shades of the ‘Christian 
Front’!) hesitates at first, but neglects his duty to his government when the 
blitz from their eyes flashes upon him. 


6. These two great men were totally misunderstood and misrepresented 
from the beginning—‘‘The newspaper photographer evidently had trouble with 


the focus of his lens, because the pictures of the tattered men were blurred be- 
yond human recognition’’. 


7. At the first sign of opposition ‘‘Fire like the fangs of serpents spat from 
the mouths of the tattered men’’—the first blitzkrieg of stukas and panzer divi- 
sions—and five nations ‘‘fell dead in the middle of the thoroughfare, in the middle 
of the day, in the middle of June’’. The five nations were Poland, Norway, Hol- 
land, Belgium and France. They were struck dead in the middle of the civilized 
vie in the noonday of their strength and glory, ‘‘in the middle of June’’ 
(1940) ! 

8. ‘‘Those who love their world of ease’’ (this is how the dictators sneer 
at America’s ‘‘ pluto-demvecracy’’), were blind to the mission of the two dictators, 


and were willing ‘‘to do everything to regain their world of ease but what the 
strangers wanted them to do’’. 


9. After the democracies refused to heed the two dictators as olive trees, 
then ‘‘for, oh, say, three years and a half’’, frightful things happened all over 
the world. The face of the earth and the oceans, especially Mare Nostrum—Mus- 
solini’s name for the Mediterranean—were made red with blood. ‘‘And who 
turned the waters to blood? Who struck the matches of fire on the blue veil of 


the waters? The tattered men, the two strangers, the two olive trees, the two 
candlesticks whom the nuns remembered ... ”’ 


10. The democratic nations, including America, ‘‘disliked the tone of the 
two men’’; they wanted their green earth and their life of ease, not the rigid, 
authoritarian system of Nazi-Fascism. Many Catholics, however, heard the call 
and understood the mission of the two dictators; many others—liberal-minded 
Catholics—‘‘ heard the call but pretended that they were busy with other things’’. 

11. Then the (Jewish-Masonic) ‘‘Beast’’ armed millions of men with sun- 
proof goggles and death-ray guns against the blitzkrieg of the candlestick-men, 
invaded their citadel (the continent of Europe) and defeated them—‘‘never 
mind, the time.has not come yet’’. Whereupon all the world rejoiced because 
the armament program of the (American democratic) ‘‘Beast’’ had destroyed 
the two olive trees, the two candlesticks and their mission.

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‘RELEASED TIME’ PROVES 
MENACE 


BUSES have already entered into 

the ‘‘released time’’ plan for re- 
ligious instruction in the public schools 
of New York. As was expected, the Rom- 
an Catholic church immediately took 
advantage of it to proselytize other 
children and to introduce the religious 
question into the classroom. Both teach- 
ers and pupils have been used to re- 
eruit other children for Catholic in- 
struction; special lapel buttons have 
been given to those who attend these 
classes in order to lure and shame others 
into joining. Since Catholic children 
are obliged to attend by their priests, 
the pressure of these proselytizing 
methods is brought to bear chiefly on 
Protestant pupils to accompany their 
Catholic friends to Catholic catechism 
classes. 


So determined have these proselytiz- 
ing measures become, that the Citizens 
Union has been obliged to enter a vehe- 
ment protest with the New York City 
Board of Education. In a letter recently 
sent to each member of the board by 
the Union’s chairman. William Jay 
Schiefflin, it was urged that all activity 
in the schools on behalf of religious 
classes, either by teachers or pupils, be 
expressly forbidden. The Union regards 
the employment of teachers as ‘‘recruit- 
ing agents’’ for religious instruction as 
particularly odious, and said: 


“The participation of teachers in such 
efforts is particularly to be deplored be- 
cause of its effect on children who do not 
belong to the religious group for which 
the teacher is acting. The possibilities 
of ostracism of small minorities, of clan- 
nishness among larger groups, of the 
‘development of attitudes of superiority 
and inferiority are very clear.” 


But this is not the worst to be feared 


from any close connection of Roman 
church teaching with public school edu- 


cation, as can be seen from a perusal 
of our article ‘‘ Catholic Education and 
Crime’’ in last month’s issue of THE 
CONVERTED CATHOLIC.

people, almost two-thirds of the 
total population of the world, cannot 
read nor write nor vote.

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REXISM AND CATHOLIC ACTION 


Last Article of a Series of twelve on the Relationship of 
Nazi-Fascism and Catholicism

OWHERE has Catholie Action 
shown itself more in line with 
| Nazi-Fascism than in Belgium 
where Leon Degrelle’s Rexist 
Party has now come into its own. Pope 
Pius XI gave the Jesuit slogan Christus 
Rex'—‘‘ Christ the King’’—to Catholic 
Action as the battle-cry for its crusade 
for Catholic reconstruction of the social 
order. The same cry, Viva Christo Rey, 
was used by Franco’s Fascists in their 
war against the legitimate Republican 
government of Spain. It was the war 
ery of the fanatic Mexican Indians who 
were spurred on by the Jesuits to com- 
mit acts of sabotage against the Repub- 
lican government of Mexico. It was also 
the ery of the Spanish Rebel officers 
who, with the help of their Moorish 
troops, tortured, violated and slaught- 
ered nearly 15,000 men, women and 
children at Badajos. 

The Rexists in Belgium claimed the 
honor of being the first fruits of Cath- 
olic Action, the ‘‘Christian Fronters’’ 
of Belgium. Their leader, Leon Degrelle 
—the Belgium peasants have nicknamed 
him ‘‘ Adolf’’ Degrelle—was won over 
to the movement by Monsignor Picard, 
when he was a student at the University 
of Louvain. He and all his assistants are 
products of Jesuit training.” He became

the great ‘‘lay apostle’’ of Catholic 
Action in the Jesuit drive to align the 
Catholic church with Nazi-fascist plans 
for the ‘‘new order’’ in Europe after 
the destruction of liberalism and de- 
moeracy. 


As the scope of Degrelle’s activities 
increased, his Christ-the-King movement 
was temporarily separated from Cath- 
olic Action in Belgium with the consent 
of the hierarchy. This maneuver was 
designed to give the Rexists greater lib- 
erty of action with which to work out 
Nazi-fascist policies. Thereupon the ap- 
parently independent ‘‘Rexist Popular 
Front’’ was set up, ostensibly to fight 
‘‘Jewish Communism’’, much on the 
same lines as Father Coughlin’s ‘‘ Chris- 
tion Front’’ in America. Degrelle’s 
chief officer was the White Russian 
Denizoff, who was Secretary to the last 
President of the Council in the Czarist 
regime. Today Degrelle is Hitler’s 
right-hand man in Nazi-oceupied Bel- 
gium where no signs of disagreement 
are apparent between the Catholic hier- 
archy and the Nazi invaders.’ He has 
organized his own storm troopers, for- 
mations de combat he calls them, and is 
fast bringing Belgium into close col- 
laboration with Hitler’s new order. In 





*In their joint pastoral letter of last Octo- 
ber, excerpts from which have recently 
reached this country, the Catholic bishops 
of Belgium instructed their people as fol- 
lows: “It is doubtless necessary to recog-

er and to obey it within the limits of inter- 
national conventions.” (Quoted from Amer- 
ica, Feb. 22, 1941.) 
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a heavily censored dispatch from Liege 

to the New York Times on January 6, 

Degrelle says: 
“We must make our choice now. We have 
faith in the Fuehrer as the greatest man 
of our times. Trust his spirit, his genius, 
and have faith in the Europe which he 
will build up. The youth of all Burope is 
today fighting shoulder to shoulder for 
a new order under German leadership. 
German weapons will win because they 
are defending a just cause. Hitler saved 
Europe, and Belgium’s future could [sev- 
eral words missing] cooperation with the 


Reich.” 

There never was any secret about 
Degrelle’s collaboration with Hitler. In 
its issue of May 20, 1936, the Paris 
newspaper Le Temps called attention to 
the close relationship between the Rex- 
ist Party and Hitler’s National Social- 
ism, and shortly before the Belgium 
elections in May, 1936, Degrelle went to 
Germany to ‘‘study’’ Nazi propaganda 
methods. After the example of the Ger- 
man Fuehrer (and our own Father 
Coughlin) he sought to gather around 
him all the discontented elements of the 
middle class. In imitation of Goebbels, 
he curried favor with the workers by 
appearing to side with strikers. The 
chief point of comparison, however, be- 
tween Rexism and Nazi-Fascism is that 
both declared war on Catholic liberal 
tendencies, among both the clergy and 
the laity, with the aim of setting up the 
Jesuit, authoritarian control of Cath- 
olie activities. This was the real reason 
why Catholic Action was instituted. 


It is not out of place to repeat the 
underlying reasons of this desire to 
abolish all pre-Hitler Catholic politics 
throughout Europe—a thing the Jesuits 
for many years had ardently longed to 
see accomplished. As already pointed 
out, the old Catholic political parties 
had become intimately bound up with 
the liberal constitution of states, where- 
in all parties and religions were able to 
coexist freely. Furthermore, the ideol- 
ogy of the liberal democratic state, with 


its principles of religious and racial tol- 
erance, was broadening the political 
and social outlook of these Catholic 
parties. The fraternizing of the secular 
clergy with the laity in these political 
parties furthered the spirit of tolerance 
as opposed to the traditional intolerance 
of Catholic dogma. 

On the other hand, it must also be re- 
membered that in Germany the two 
Catholic political parties, the Center 
Party and the Bavarian Popular Party, 
because of their close religious connec- 
tions with the Catholic church, had met 
with strong opposition from the Prot- 
estant part of the population. As a 
consequence, the continued existence of 
these parties threatened to compromise 
the aim of Catholic Action, which was 
to use Germany as the instrument to 
effect its counter-Reformation designs. 
It was thus necessary for the new Cath- 
olic policy to camouflage itself as a na- 
tional movement, and make itself ap- 
pear as the only party representing the 
nation as a whole. 


It can thus be seen why the abolition 
of the pre-Hitler Catholic political 
parties in Germany had the approval of 
the movement for Catholic reconstruc- 
tion. Here is what Gonzague de Rey- 
nold has to say on the point :* 

“The Center Party, which Hitler fought 

with all his might, was forced to commit 

suicide. But it was a party which had al- 
ready shown signs of deterioration, which 
had made many mistakes and upon which 
the young people were turning their backs 

.... The news that soon they could take 

part in real Catholic Action without any 


addition of party politics, aroused great 
enthusiasm.” 


For the very same reason the Rexist 
Party in Belgium, direct offspring of 
Catholic Action, likewise declared : 

“All Catholic parties are the result of a 

fixed historical situation, and have advan- 

tages and disadvantages for the church. 

When these historical situations cease to

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exist, Catholic parties lose their reason 
for existence. This applies equally to the 
Catholic Party in Belgium. Up till now 
differing opinions could be had as to their 
usefulness and their right to existence. 
Today, however, they are anachronisms, 
and they should be suppressed as were the 
Center Party in Germany and the Popular 
Party in Italy. 


“The Catholic Party did not understand 
the new ‘historic mission’; the confession- 
al movement did not transform itself 
into a national movement. Because of 
these deficiencies it had to disappear like 
all other parties. The Rexist Party will 
now take up the defense of Catholic and 
ecclesiastical interests. It does not only 
intend to defend the church, but also to 
take the whole religious question out of 
politics. It will effect this by means of 
the Constitutional guarantee of the rights 
of the Catholic church and by drawing up 
a concordat to regulate the relations be- 
tween the State and the church.”® 


Thus, according to the new Catholic 
policy, there is to be no apparent separ- 
ation between Catholic Action and the 
Nazi-fascist thrust for the establishment 
of its new order in Europe. To the Rex- 
ist Party was assigned the task of regu- 


“lating the relations between the Cath- 


olic church and the Fascist State in Bel- 
gium by means of a concordat, as was 
done in Germany through Von Papen 
and the present Pope Pius XII, then 
papal nuncio to Germany. This ‘‘new 
historic mission’’ of the church of 
Rome, initiated by the Lateran Pact 
and Concordat of 1929 between the 
Vatican and Fascist Italy, calls for col- 
laboration with the Nazi-fascist dicta- 
tors, unhampered by any questioning 
or interference from the people or the 
lower clergy. Liberal principles and 
popular freedom have to be crushed out 
as completely in the church as in the 
state. 


We in America are only now begin- 
ning to see clearly how the noose was 
formed to strangle all forms of liberal- 
ism and democracy in pre-Hitler Eu-

rope, in order to make way for the set- 
ting up of the Nazi-fascist hierarchical 
grouping of nations and individuals in 
a sort of revived Roman Empire of the 
German Nation. And the real motiva- 
ting force behind it all has been the 
thrust of the Jesuit counter-Reforma- 
tion, ante-dating all the dictators, which 
aimed to crush out of existence the 
hated liberal principles of the Protes- 
tant democracies. It has indeed been an 
ungodly combination that worked to- 
gether to accomplish this objective: 
Catholic Reconstruction movement of 
Pius XI; Italian Fascism; Hitler’s Na- 
tional Socialism; French anti-Semitic 
Leagues; La Roque and the Calgou- 
lards ; Belgium Rexism ; the Hungarian 
racist movement of Father Bangha; 
white Russian associations; Croatian 
associations—whose hand appeared in 
the assassination of King Alexander of 
Serbia and French Foreign Minister 
Barthou; Slovene separatists led by the 
Jesuit Father Anton Koroshetz, who 
worked his way to the Presidency of 
the senate in Yugoslavia; the Catholic 
prelates and politicians of old Austria— 
Mgr. Seipel, Dollfuss, Schussnig, et al; 
the priest-politicians of Slovakia, Car- 
patho-Ukraine and Bohemia—Fathers 
Hlinka and Tiso; not forgetting Franco 
and his Fascist Generals in Spain and 
the Laval-Pétain cliques in France. 


All of these worked closely together 
and were interlinked with the Catholic 
ehurch in working towards the same 
end—the destruction of the post-Refor- 
mation structure of Europe and the 
world. 


But the end is not yet.

ASCIST aggression against 
5 the democracies began in 
Spain, when Hitler and Mus- 


solini united with Franco to 
crush the infant Spanish Republic and 
obliterate its democratic Constitution 
which was closely patterned after that 
of the United States. It should thus be 
of more than passing interest now to re- 
read the Catholic Spanish hierarchy’s 
outright condemnation of that charter 


of liberties soon after its ratification in 
1931. 





This official document, which, by ac- 
tual references as well as by implica- 
tion, also condemns our American de- 
mocracy, was published in Madrid on 
August 16, 1931. It was signed by all the 
bishops of Spain in protest against the 
new Spanish Constitution which inelud- 
ed provisions for the separation of 
church and state, religious freedom for 
all sects, non-sectarian education in 
publie schools, and democratic govern- 
ment of, by, and for the people. 


The hierarchy’s pronouncement at- 
tacked ‘‘laicism’’, by which in general 
is meant the ascendancy of the layman 
rather than the priest in government, in 
the schools, and in social affairs, and 
specifically the conducting of polities 
and public affairs, as in the United 
States, on a non-sectarian basis without 
recognition of or union with the church 
of Rome. The bishops condemn laicism 
as ‘‘the plague of modern times’’, since 
it excludes the Roman Catholic church 
from governing the people, making the 
laws, and controlling education; also 
because it places Roman Catholicism on 
the same legal basis as other religions 
and gives to these cults liberty and 


equality. 


Only excerpts from the bishops’ pas- 
toral letter were quoted in the Amer- 
ican press. One excerpt quoted by the 
New York Times, August 17, is as fol- 
lows: 

“It [laicism] commenced by denying the 

sovereignty of Christ over the nations. It 

denied the church, and consequently 

Christ, the right of teaching humankind, 

of giving laws, and of governing people 

to their eternal good. Later it assimilated 


Christian religion to false religion and 
lowered it to the level of the latter.” 


Another published excerpt condemns 
democracy as ‘‘terrible and godless’’, 
and states that civil power comes, not 
from the people, but only from God 
through the Catholic church: 
“Let us suppose that authority emanates 
only from the people. From this supposi- 
tion of official atheism, incarnated in the 
terrible, godless democracies of our day, 
we get results that it is not strange the 
church has so many times condemned. 
Civil power, according to Pope Leo XIII, 
comes only from God through the church.” 


This deelaration of the Spanish bish- 
ops deals a crushing blow to the care- 
fully built up propaganda in the United 
States that the Roman Catholic church 
is truly American in its principles, that 
it is the founder of religious liberty, 
and its absurd contention that Thomas 
Jefferson practically ‘‘lifted’’ the prin- 
ciples of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and of our Constitution from Rom- 
an Catholic sources. As an aid in clar- 
ifying many events that have happened 
in the world since 1931, the remainder 
of this anti-democratic declaration of 
the Spanish bishops, translated from La 
Epoca of Madrid, August 16, is given 
here in full: 


i 
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“With these indications, Venerable Breth- 
ren and Our Beloved Children, you can 
make a safe and clear judgment by your- 
selves of the whole question which is so 
common today in lectures and in the press, 
about the separation of church and state. 

“But in order to avoid even a shadow of 
doubt, we will quote from some pontifical 
documents, without any commentary, since 
they are clear and eloquent enough: 


Church-State Separation Wrong 


“*We cannot hope for the church and the 
state,’ wrote his Holiness Gregory XVI, ‘bet- 
ter results from the tendencies of those who 
try to separate the church and the state and 
to break the mutual agreement between 
the hierarchy and the empire, and it is well 
known the fear with which the authors of 
unchecked liberty look at this union that 
was always so profitable to both civil and 
religious interests.’” (Encyc. Mirari Vos.) 

“The sovereign Pontiff Pius IX clearly 
condemned the principle that teaches ‘that 
the church must separate from the state 
and the state from the church’ and that ‘in 
our day it is not proper for the Catholic 
church to be considered as the only religion 
of the state to the exclusion of the other 
cults.’ (Syllabus. Propositions 55 and 77.) 


“Worthy of especial meditation are the 
following words of the Holy Pope Pius X: 

“‘*The teaching that proclaims the con- 
venience of the separation of church and 
state is absolutely false and utterly pernic- 
ious. Because, in the first place, taking for 
granted that civil society has to pay no at- 
tention to the church a grave offense is in- 
flicted upon God, the author and preserver 
not only of man, but also of society itself, 
and, therefore, he must be worshipped not 
only in private but also in public.’ ... (En- 
cyclical Vehementer.) 


“And lastly, the reigning Pontiff, [the 
late] Pius XI, summarizing in a brief sen- 
tence the doctrines of his predecessors, con- 
demned the system of separation of church 
and state in these expressive words: 


“ In the light of the Catholic faith, this 
principle is as much out of accord with the 
doctrine of the church as with the nature it- 
self of civil society.’ 


“In the presence of these clear and de- 
cisive declarations, it will be in vain for 
some to try to conciliate the doctrines of 
the church with this other doctrine of the 
separation of church and state, for which 
they invoke peculiar facts which the church 
does not approve, although, in order to 


avoid greater evils, she is compelled to tol- 
erate that situation. To prove that it is so, 
read what Leo XIII said to the archbishops 
and bishops of North America: 


Church Status in U. S. Bad 


“Tt is necessary to destroy the error of 
those who might believe, perhaps, that the 
situation of the church in America is a de- 
sirable one, and also the error of those who 
might believe that in imitation of that sort 
of thing the separation of church and state 
is legal and even convenient.’ (Letter Long- 
inqua Oceani, Jan. 6, 1895.) 


“To this end it is very useful to recall 
what the same Pope wrote to the French 
Catholics in 1892: ‘Catholics must be very 
careful not to defend the separation between 
church and state. To wish that the state be 
separated from the church, would be to 
wish, in logical consequence, that the 
church will be reduced to the freedom of 
living according to the common rights of 
all the citizens.’ 


“It is true that this is the situation of 
the church in many lands. This way of 
existing, besides many and grave disadvan- 
tages, offers some gains, particularly in the 
case when a ruler, by a happy inconsistency, 
does not forget to be inspired in his actions 
by Christian principles. These advantages, 
though, will never justify the false principle 
of separation, and neither will be an author- 
ity for its defense, yet make tolerable a 
state of things that practically is not the 
worst of all. 


“‘But in France, a Catholic nation by 
tradition and by the faith that still is pro- 
fessed by the majority of her people, it must 
not be tolerated that the church be put in 
that precarious situation in which it finds 
itself in other places. And much less is it 
permissible for Catholics to defend that sep- 
aration since they know only too well the 
designs of those who are seeking it and who 
are not afraid to confess that this separa- 
tion means the absolute independence of 
political legislation from the canon law; 
and, even more, the complete independence 
of the civil power in regard to the interests 
of Christian society, that is, the [Catholic] 
Church—and even to deny her existence. Or, 
to say all in one word: Those men aspire 
to go back to paganism; the state will re- 
cognize the church only until the state shall 
decide to persecute her.’” (Encyc. Au Mil- 
ieu, addressed to the Clergy of France on 
Feb. 16, 1892.) 
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Modern Liberties Wrong 


“Just a few words will suffice to enlighten 
you about the so-called ‘modern liberties’ 
which are considered to be the greatest 
achievement of the French Revolution, and 
proclaimed to be the richest inheritance of 
the democracies that are enemies of the 
church. 


No Free Thought, Speech, Press 


“Those liberties flow down from the quag- 
mire of the Protestant Reformation of the 
16th century, which, after causing great 
damage to religion by means of its phil- 
osophy, corrupted also civil society as the 
years went by. 


“In that muddy pool,’ says Pope Leo XIII, 
‘we must look for the origin of the modern 
principles of unchecked libertinage, promul- 
gated in the great confusion of the last cen- 
tury, and accepted as the basis of new priv- 
ileges which are contrary not only to Chris- 
tian duties, but to natural laws as well.’ 
(Encyc. Immortale Dei.) 


“That new right is nothing else, accord- 
ing to a sentence of Pius IX, than ‘the ap- 
plication to society of the absurd and un- 
Christian principles of naturalism.’ (Encyc. 
Quanta Cura.) 


“The names that the Roman Pontiffs have 
given to those liberties are in themselves 
a frank condemnation of the same. Accord- 
ing to Gregory XVI, they are ‘madness’; 
using the words of St. Augustine, Pius IX 
calls them ‘liberties of damnation’; and Leo 
XIII said ‘that more than liberties, they are 
libertinism.’ (Encycs. Mirari Vos, Quanta 
Cura, Immortale Dei. ) 


“The supreme Pontiff Leo XIII, in his il- 
luminating encyclical ‘Libertas,’ analyzed 
this ‘modern freedom’ very minutely, and 
refuted in advance the pestiferous errors 
that in many articles of the project of the 
Constitution are proclaimed as the rights of 
citizens. Allow us, at least, to copy here 
just a few lines from that golden document: 
‘We came to the conclusion that it is abso- 
lutely illegal to ask, to defend, or to grant 
unlimited freedom of thought, freedom of 
teaching, freedom of the press, or freedom 
of conscience, as if these faculties could be 
a right given to man by nature.’ Because, 
if in all truth nature had granted this free- 
dom to man, then he would also have the 
right to withdraw from the sovereignty of 
God, and in this case it would be impossible 
to regulate human liberty. 


“And with even greater clarity, if pos- 
sible, while nearing the end of his days, the 
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Archbishop of Bogota: wrote: ‘From these 
principles [of Liberalism] which the Holy 
See so often has condemned as being false 
and opposed to Catholic doctrine, flow natur- 
ally, as from a boggy fountain, the so-called 
modern liberties; that is, religious freedom, 
freedom of conscience, freedom of thought, 
and freedom of education.’ (Letter to Sec- 
retary of State of Colombia, April 6, 1900.) 


Religious Liberty a Sin 


“Today it is opportune to remember what 
is said in the quoted Encyclical upon the 
subject of religious freedom. In the individ- 
ual order religious freedom ‘grants to each 
person the privilege of embracing whatever 
religion he chooses, or of not accepting any, 
which is equivalent to granting him the 
faculty to change or to abandon his most 
sacred obligations, and to go back to evil 
ways, turning his back upon all that is 
good; however, this is not liberty, but per- 
version of liberty, and slavery of the soui 
defiled by sin.’ 


“Religious liberty as applied to the na- 
tions ‘assumes that the State must not rend- 
er to God any worship, and that no religion 
must be given preference over the other, but 
that all must be considered equal, with no 
consideration for the people when they are 
followers of the Catholic religion.’ In order 
to put this into effect, it would be necessary 
for the civil societies 'to have no obligations 
to God, or to reject these obligations, and 
both things would be entirely false. Society, 
as such, must recognize God as its author 
and first cause, and, therefore, must render 
homage and worship to His authority and 
His sovereign power. Justice and reason 
prohibit the state to give the same atten- 
tion and rights to the so-called religions, 
which would be tantamount to atheism.” 


Official Letter of Whole Church 


“Issued on the Feast Day of the Apostle 
St. James, Patron of Spain, this 25th day 
of July, 1931. —_ 


“Pedro, Cardinal Archbishop of Toledo; 
Eustaquio, Cardinal Archbishop of Seville; 
Francisco, Cardinal Archbishop of Tarra- 
gona; Remigo, Archbishop of Valladolid; 
Prudencio, Archbishop of Valencia; Man- 
uel, Archbishop of Burgos; Rigoberto, Arch- 
bishop of Zaragoza; Fray Zacarias, Arch- 
bishop of Santiago; Vicente, Bishop of Car- 
tagena; Juan, Bishop of Menorca; Juan, 
Bishop of Teruel; Juan, Bishop of Mondo- 
nedo; Fray Luis, Bishop of Segorbe; Adolfo, 
Bishop of Cordoba; Manuel, Bishop of Jaen;

IT IS NOT SURPRISING that the 
Roman church in America is what is 
has always been in Protestant countries 
since the Reformation, namely: hostile 
to public school education, hostile to 
the individual, an enemy to progress 
and science; the undeclared opponent 
of all freedom and goodness save its 
own. It cannot be otherwise. In its es- 


sence, and by its own pronouncements, 
it must be these things. 


To say this it not to defame it: it is 
merely stating what it states. Strange 


to say, however, when a Protestant 
makes such statements about the Rom- 
an church they are regarded as offen- 
sive. But when a pope makes them they 
are divine utterances. 





WINSTON CHURCHILL ON 
‘ROMANISM’ 


EN YEARS AGO, Spain liberated 

itself from _ politico-eeclesiastical 
tyranny and framed a democratic Con- 
stitution copied from that of the United 
States. Since then that same tyranny 
has been restored, with the help and 
blessing of the Vatican, in the Iberian 
peninsula; from the Arctic to Africa 
democracy has been destroyed. It is 
interesting to read now what Mr. Win- 
ston Churchill, then Chancellor of the 
British Exchequer in the Baldwin Gov- 
ernment and now the indomitable leader 
of embattled democracy in England it- 
self, had to say in 1931 about the ‘‘over- 
weening power’’ of the Catholic church 
in Spain and the curbing of ‘‘the power 
of its priesthood in temporal matters’’ 
by its new democratic Constitution. 


In an article in the Washington Her- 
ald of May 3, 1931, Mr. Churchill ex- 
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presses himself frankly as follows: 


“It would seem that the Spanish mon- 
archy and all the governments, parlia- 
mentary and dictatorial, which have serv- 
ed it, have had to bear a very heavy load 
on account of the overweening power of 
the Church. The various concordats estab- 
lished between civil and religious life in 
Spain are far more antiquated than those 
of any other country. 


“Nowhere is such a large proportion of 
national energy and treasure absorbed in 
religious institutions; nowhere has the 
power of the priesthood in temporal mat- 
ters survived so effectually. 


“This profound antagonism between the 
secular and rationalistic movement of the 
age and the Old World assertions of the 
Catholic hierarchy was undoubtedly a 
formidable and ceaseless cause of unrest. 


“Alfonso XIII, neither by conviction 
nor by temperament, was fitted to play the 
ruthless part by which Henry VIII estab- 
lished his popular despotism in England— 
upon the pillage of monasteries and break- 
ing up the undue power of the priesthood. 
Alfonso from the cradle was associated 
with the Church, and throughout his 
reign was linked to it by indissoluble ties. 


“The elections destroying the monarchy 
were also adverse to Romanism. The Pro- 
visional Government’s first declarations 
show clearly it was in that sense they re- 
flected the popular will. 


“Whether they were farsighted or mis- 
taken only the future will show. But there 
is no doubt that a revolution of this kind, 
happening at this time and in the present 
state of world opinion, whatever its 
characteristics, is a heavy blow against 
the power and claims of the pope through- 
out Spain.”

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CONFLICTS WITHIN CATHOLICISM 


THE LITURGICAL MOVEMENT— II 


By James J. MurpHy 


HE JESUIT and liberal factions 

contending for mastery within 
Catholicism are counterparts of the 
world conflict now being waged be- 
tween the forees of authoritarianism 
and democracy. That conflict began in 
the Catholic church long before it came 
to a crisis among the nations. The world 
conflict, in fact, had its origin in the 
Catholic church, for it was Jesuitism 
that furnished the groundwork of the 
Nazi-fascist conspiracy against demo- 
cratic ideology. 


In the preceding article it was shown 
how the liberal faction within the Cath- 
olic church, by means of the Benedic- 
tine Liturgical Movement, endeavored 
to bring about a reform of Catholic life 
leading toward more evangelical and 
communal beliefs and practices; how 
the first attempt of the Jesuits to have 
it condemned as heretical was fended 
off by influence brought to bear on the 
late Cardinal Gasparri. What remains 
to be told is the crippling and final de- 
struction of this once promising move- 
ment for liberal Catholic reform. 

Having failed to obtain the condem- 
nation of the vigorous Liturgical Move- 
ment by the Roman Curia, the Jesuits 
decided that the best way to get rid of 
it was first to adopt it themselves and 
then emasculate it. The movement had 
centered around the School of Liturgy 
at the ancient Benedictine abbey of 
Maria Laach near Cologne. Against this 
liturgical stronghold the Jesuits con- 
centrated all their efforts. Through 
their influence in Rome they prevented 
the Benedictines of Maria Laach from 
granting degrees in liturgy. Meanwhile 


they established a Liturgical Academy 
of their own at Frankfurt, not far from 
Maria Laach, which was given the pow- 
er to grant degrees in liturgy. Jesuits, 
disguised as laymen, were sent to attend 
lectures at the Benedictine school and 
report what was being taught there, in 
an effort to build up a case for a new 
Roman trial for heresy. 


This war of the Jesuits on liberal 
Catholicism grew with their increasing 
influence over the German bishops, 
more and more of whom were chosen by 
the Jesuits from the alumni of their own 
Collegio Germanico in Rome. The older 
bishops, noblemen educated in Ger- 
many, were thus supplanted as revenge 
for opposing in 1910 the reéntry of the 
expatriated Jesuit Order into Germany. 


So deep-felt was the need to counter- 
act Jesuit warping of Catholic prac- 
tices, however, that in spite of Jesuit in- 
trigue and trickery, the Benedictine re- 
form movement continued to thrive 
among the leaders of Catholic thought 
in Europe. Thus it was till the rise of 
Hitler whose National Socialism had the 
secret support of the Jesuits*. Immed- 
iately there began the Nazi persecution 
of all liberal Catholic groups, who stood 
in the way of Hitler and the Jesuits. 
The attack against the Benedictine ab- 
bey of Maria Laach showed all the 
signs of the pent-up hatred for which 
the Jesuits are notorious. No breath of 
scandal could be found as an excuse 
of an ‘‘immorality trial’’ of the monks

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of Maria Laach. But other pressure was 
brought to bear through the complicat- 
ed monetary exchange laws. The tenu- 
ous finances of the monastery were grad- 
ually undermined by fines imposed 
through trumped-up charges of viola- 
tions of these monetary laws. The 
monastery, though not disbanded, was 
stripped of all power and influence and 
was prevented from adding more than 
a fraction of its former number of new 
members. 


The celebrated Ildefons Herwegen, 
Abbot of Maria Laach and champion of 
the anti-Jesuit liturgical crusade, was 
forced out of his monastery. Dom Al- 
bert Hammenstede, Prior of Maria 
Laach and most influencial proponent 
of the movement in Germany, was driv- 
en to seek refuge in the United States 
where he cherished the hope of planting 
anew the seeds of the reform movement. 
Other leaders of the movement were 
also exiled to America. So strong, how- 
ever, is the Jesuit domination of the 
church in the United States that Fath- 
er Hammenstede toured the entire coun- 
try without obtaining a single bishop 
courageous enough to sponsor the foun- 
dation of the movement in his diocese. 
So intimidated, too, was the American 
branch of the Benedictine Order that 
it was afraid to establish a monastery 
for its European confreres. These ex- 
iled Benedictines were finally obliged to 
accept an offer of Archbishop Walsh of 
Newark, N. J., to teach in his seminary. 
Archbishop Walsh is as devoid of inter- 
est in the Benedictine Liturgical Move- 
ment as he is in other cultural matters. 
His only interest in harboring these 
Benedictine exiles seemed to be the ad- 
vantage to him in substituting them for 
salaried professors in his seminary. His 
intimacy with Mussolini and many 
Curia cardinals in Rome safeguards 
him against any machinations which the 
Jesuits might have used against less 


favored bishops had they dared to har- 
bor these wandering Benedictine litur- 
gists. 


The forces of liberal Catholicism are 
passing through a dark night of trial. 
They can but look forward like the rest 
of us to the new dawn of world demo- 
eracy which will make possible the re- 
birth of true catholic Christianity.

THE GLORY OF EASTER 


HE following reminder of the glory* 

and importance of Easter is from 
our friend Mr. John Mazzei, a former 
Roman Catholic and member of the 
Board of Trustees of Christ’s Mission :

‘‘Now there was about this time 
Jesus, a wise man, if it be not lawful 
to call him a man, for he was a doer 
of wonderful things and a teacher of 
such men who received the truth with 
pleasure. He drew over to him both 
many Jews and many Gentiles. He 
was the Christ. And when Pilate, at 
the suggestion of the principal men 
among us, had him condemned to the 
cross, those who loved him at the first 
did not forsake him. For he appeared 
to them alive again on the third day, 
as the divine prophets had foretold 
these and ten thousand other wonder-

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ful things concerning him. And the 

tribe of Christians, as they are called, 

is not extinct at this day’’.

PAPAL PEACE MOVES 


a ree to the contrary 
notwithstanding, the political as- 
pirations and efforts of the Vatican in 
this and the last war between authori- 
tarianism and democracy have not 
changed. In view of Vatican activities 
in this present conflict, it is interesting 
to read the following Washington dis- 
patch of the Associated Press of Feb- 
ruary 26, 1940: 


Washington, Feb. 26 (AP)—Gen. John J. 
Pershing opposed the 1918 armistice with 
Germany and wanted the Allies to push on 
to “complete victory” and “unconditional 
surrender” of the Germans. 


This was disclosed today when the State 
Department published the second volume of 
the papers of Robert Lansing, Secretary of 
State during the World War. The volume 
also reveals that a year earlier Mr. Lansing 
had expressed to President Wilson a dis- 
trust of peace proposals by Pope Benedict 
XV, because he suspected that the Pope had 
become the unwitting “agent of Germany.” 


Saw German Approval 


One letter from Mr. Lansing to President 
Wilson, after the British Ambassador had 
handed him a copy of the peace proposals 
Pope Benedict presented to the Allies and 
the Central Powers in August, 1917, said: 


“My own impression is that this statement 
of peace terms emanates from Austria-Hun- 
gary and is probably sanctioned by the Ger- 
man Government. It is undoubtedly prelim- 
inary to the Stockholm Conference” (an in- 
ternational Socialist meeting to prepare for 
peace). 


The Pope, according to Mr. Lansing, pro- 
posed restoration of Belgian independence 
in exchange for restoration of Germany’s 
colonies; creation of an independent state 
out of part of the old Kingdom of Poland, 
and waiving by all parties of the losses sus- 


tained by them. 


In a further letter to President Wilson, 
Mr. Lansing, “after a careful analysis of the 
Pope’s appeal,” objected to denying Bel- 
gium, Serbia, Montenegro, Rumania, and 
France the right to reparations for “the 
enormous damage done by the German in- 
vaders.” 


“Is the lawless destruction of hundreds of 
merchant vessels by German submarines to 
be condoned?” he asked. 


“If I read the Pope’s appeal right, all 
these questions are to be answered in the 
affirmative. It is carrying the Christian Doc- 
trine of forgiveness a long way, since the 
burden falls very heavily on one side and 
very lightly on the other. The suggestion is 
lacking in justice and reciprocity.” 


Mr. Lansing called into question the 
Pope’s motives, saying, “I think it necessary 
to consider the motives which inspired the 
Pope’s appeal or the influences which in- 
duced him to make it at this particular time, 
when the military tide of the Central Pow- 
ers is at the flood, when the submarine war- 
fare appears to be most menacing, when the 
power of the United States is just beginning 
to be exerted, when Russia has not yet 
gained her equilibrium, when a vigorous 
peace propaganda in this country and other 
countries is being pressed and when the 
socialistic bodies are being employed, as at 
Stockholm, to demand an end of the war. [ 
would only say that the Pope, probably un- 
wittingly or out of compassion for Austria- 
Hungary, has become in this matter the 
agent of Germany.” 


Telegram From Page 


The Lansing papers embrace a telegram 
to Mr. Lansing from Thomas Nelson Page, 
American Ambassador in Rome, saying that 
Mr. Page had learned that on the day before 
President Wilson broke off relations with 
Germany a message to the«President was 
prepared by the Vatican. That message, 
Mr. Page cabled, said the American “Presi- 
dent holds in his hands decision of peace or 
war in his power to forbid exportation from 
America of money, food, munitions. Memor- 
andum declares this conformable to perfect 
neutrality and adds otherwise war will 
proceed more frightfully than ever, but if 
President would embargo exports peace will 
certainly ensue to the immortal glory of 
America and the benefit of humanity.” 


“Intention was to request me to forward 
memorandum as direct message,” Mr. Page 
told the State Department. 
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INTERFAITH MEETINGS 


| Boe MONTH we published an ac- 
count of the uncompromising atti- 
tude of official Catholicism toward the 
interfaith movement and its confer- 
ences of Christians and Jews. Further 
confirmation of this attitude, with proof 
from various papal encyclicals, has 
since been published in the Jesuit maga- 
zine America. In its issue of January 
25, the Rev. Francis J. Connell calls the 
magazine’s former article ‘‘a most op- 
portune protest against assemblies of 
Catholics and non-Catholies for relig- 
ious discussion, in which all the partiei- 


pants are accorded the same standing’’, 
and adds: 


“Whatever advantages may be procured 
by ‘three-faiths’ conferences, and what. 
ever safeguards may be taken by the 
Catholic representatives to avoid com- 
promise of principles, there is undoubt- 
edly grave danger of the impression being 
given that it makes no essential difference 
what particular religion a person may 
profess, provided that he worships God 
and is faithful to his religious convictions. 
Certainly, it is difficult to reconcile such 
gatherings with the traditional attitude 
of the Catholic church, and particularly 
with the principles laid down by Pope 
Pius XI in his Encyclical Mortalium Ani- 
mos of January 6, 1928.” 


This was followed by a further blast 
at interfaith meetings in America’s is- 
sue of February 8, by the Rev. John F. 
Byrie, who says : 


“In line with Father Connell’s timely 
warning (America, January 25) against 
three-faiths conferences, I should like to 
call attention to two documents in which 
His Holiness Pope Leo XIII expressed his 
disapproval of such gatherings: first, 
Longinqua Oceani, January 6, 1895, letter 
addressed to the bishops of this country; 
second, Coetus In Foederatis, September 
18, 1895, letter to the Most Rev. Francis 
Satolli, Apostolic Delegate to the United 
States. 


“That the illustrious Pontiff felt it 
necessary twice within one year to ban 
such conferences, is highly significant.” 
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THE MARKS OF A JESUIT 


FOLLOWING are the thirteen “Rules of 
Modesty” laid down by Ignatius Loyola in 
the Constitutions of the Jesuit Order: 


“(1) As regards the conversation of 
Ours* let it be said in general that in all 
outward actions there should appear mod- 
esty and humility, joined with religious ma- 
turity. In particular the following points are 
to be observed: 


. “(2) The head must not be moved this 
way or that way lightly, but with gravity, 
when there is occasion for it: and if there 
be no occasion for it, let it be held straight 
with a slight inclination forward, not bend- 
ing it to either side. 


“(3) For the most part let the eyes be 
downcast, neither immoderately lifting 
them up, nor turning them in this or that 
direction. 


“(4) When speaking, especially with men 
of authority, let not the gaze be fixed full 
upon the face, but rather a little below the 
eyes. 


(5) Wrinkles on the forehead and much 
more on the nose are to be avoided so that 
outwardly serenity may appear, which may 
give testimony to inward serenity. 


“(6)The lips must not be too much closed 
nor too much open. 


“(7) The whole face should display hilar- 
ity rather than sadness or any other less 
moderate affection. 


“(8) Clothes should be clean, 
ranged with religious decency. 


“(9) The hands, if not engaged in hold- 
ing one’s cloak, should be kept decently 
quiet.

“(10) The gait should be moderate with- 
out any notable haste unless necessity re- 
quires it; in which case, however, as far as 
possible care or decorum should be had. 


(11) All gestures and movements should 
be such as to give edification to all. 


“(12) If many are together the order pre- 
scribed by the Superior should be observed, 
namely, by going in groups of two or three. 

“(13) If one have to speak he should be 
mindful of modesty and edification, both as 
regards the words he uses, and his style and 
manner of speech.”

MORE ABOUT NIEMOELLER 

THE JUBILATION of the Catholic press 
at reports that the imprisoned Pastor Nie- 
moeller had been granted facilities by his 
Nazi jailers to turn Roman Catholic has 
been dampened by later accounts of the mat- 
ter. The confusion created by the many 
rumors was cleared up by the Washington 
(D<.) Star of February 11th, on the author- 
ity of Dr. Adolph Keller of Geneva, General 
Secretary of the European Central Office 
of Inter-church Aid, recently arrived in 
Washington after flying back from Ger- 
many. It was Dr. Keller who had discussed 
the matter with Pastor Niemoeller at the 
Sachsenhausen concentration camp. The 
obvious confusion was caused by the word 
“Catholic”. The imprisoned Protestant 
leader is studying to find a common “cath- 
olic” faith, Dr. Keller said. Such a truly 
catholic or universal religion, we know 
well, is anathema to the Roman Catholic 
church, for it would destroy its sole claim 
to superiority and infallibility. It condemns 
Masonry and Protestantism because they 
advocate the establishment of this Christian 
concept of a religion of brotherhood. 


How well aware Pastor Niemoeller is of 
this fact is apparent from Dr. Keller’s 
further statement about the word “catholic”. 
“The Rev. Mr. Niemoeller”, he said, “meant 
it only in its broad sense, covering all re- 
ligions—but if any religions were to be ez- 
cluded in the scheme it would most likely 
be the Roman Catholic faith.”

CATHOLIC PRESS IN ENGLAND 
FREEDOM to criticize British war policies 
and America’s aid to England is not denied 
to the Roman Catholic press in England. 
The Catholic Times of London, in its issue 
of last January 17, points to President 
Roosevelt’s “blunder” in his message to 
Marshal Pétain, in which he wished France 
peace “with Liberty, Equality and Frater- 
nity”. It states that Americans do not realize 
that restoration of the French Republic is 
the last thing that Pétain, Weygand and 
others now in control of France want to see 
accomplished. This London Catholic paper 
also styles Churchill and Roosevelt dicta- 
tors, who are committed to the cause of 
“political secularism”’. ; 


VATICAN ANSWERED 
IN ANSWER to the Vatican newspaper’s 
attack on the press of the United States 
as “murderous” for reporting the Pope’s 
statements on the “new order” and other 
Catholic facts, the Christian Century of 
Feb. 26, quotes the following from the lead- 
ing Czech Roman Catholic newspaper: 
“There is no Catholic in Europe who would 
shed a tear to see the collapse of democratic 
political disorder, and who further would 
not sincerely welcome the fall of economic 
liberalism which has been denounced by 
the Pope’s leading Catholic ideologists be- 
cause it misuses the working people in 
favor of a few capitalistic speculators. 
“Czech Catholics see a clear line of duty, 
namely, to contribute with all their strength 
to the consolidation and development of the 
new order in Bohemia and Moravia.” 
FUNCTION OF CATHOLIC SCHOOLS 
CATHOLIC propaganda does its utmost to 
create the illusion that State help for its 
parochial schools is not tax support of 
Catholicism: But Bishop Molloy of Brook- 
lyn, head of the largest Catholic diocese in 
America, contradicted this at the dedica- 
tion of his newest parochial school in Elm- 
hurst, L. I., when he said: “We are dedicat- 
ing not merely a new institution but the 
nursery of future members of the [Catholic] 
church ...” (N. Y. Times, Jan. 13). 


SATANIC COUNTRIES 
AUTHORITATIVE Catholic spokesman 
Msgr. Fulton J. Sheen made it clear what 
the Catholic church thinks of the Democra- 
cies and their struggle for tolerance and 
freedom in his opening Lenten sermon at 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral on March 2. “With 
two exceptions”, he said, “the countries of 
the world belong to Satan”. He afterwards 
revealed that these two countries are Portu- 
gal and Ireland, both of which are in the 
grip of Catholic fascism. He obviously had 
in mind Ireland’s passive assistance to Nazi- 
dom by its non-cooperation in England’s 
defense when he said that “Ireland is fight- 
ing for the Kingdom of God”. 


GOD BLESS AMERICA 

EQUALLY violent condemnations of Amer- 
ica were fulminated the same day at the 
communion breakfast of the Catholic Young 
Women’s Club at the Waldorf-Astoria, in 
the approving presence of the Auxiliary 
Bishop of New York, His Excellency, the 
Most Reverend Francis A. McIntyre. The 
speaker was Father Ehardt, professor of 
Catholic apologetics at New Rochelle Col- 
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lege. Following is the New York Times’ 
report of his address: 

“Pointing to the widespread use of what he 
called ‘that fetish on the lips of every one 
in. this country—“God Bless America”—’, 
Father Ehardt asked what America had 
done to warrant such a benediction in view 
of the crime and divorce records.” 

Passing over Father Bhardt’s jibe at 
America, it is to the point to remind him 
that there would be much less crime in this 
country if Catholicism were less prolific of 
criminals. Catholics make up only 11% 
of our adult population, yet they supply 
about 33% of the country’s criminals (See

FALSE FRONT 

THE N. Y. Times of March 9, headlined an 
appeal of “Catholics and Protestants” for 
immediate passage of the lease-lend bill 
to aid Britain. Among the twelve names 
given as endorsers of the appeal, only two 
were Catholic priests; the rest were Pro- 
testant bishops and leaders of eminence. 
Not a Catholic bishop nor even a minor 
Catholic official graced the list. 

Some weeks previous, an urgent appeal 
to the more than 100 American Catholic 
archbishops and bishops to support the 
measure was ignored by all but ten. Of 
these ten, five prominent bishops and one 
archbishop declared their opposition to the 
bill. The archbishop, Schrembs of Cleve- 
land, had previously taken an anti-fascist 
stand. The four bishops who had the cour- 
age to sacrifice future ecclesiastical prefer- 
ment belong to scattered and insignificant 
dioceses. Many do not understand why the 
name of Rev. Moorhouse X. Miller, 8.J., of 
Fordham University, invariably appears 


among endorsers of such appeals. This is 
the usual Jesuit tactic to have at least one 
man of theirs in every camp.

AS mentioned in our last issue, we 
receive many requests for information 
which we are always pleased to answer 
within the limited time at our disposal. 
Each month we will devote a column to 
some of these questions which may be of 
general interest to our readers. 


Q. “Roman Catholic intolerance of er- 
ror seems to be reasonable. The fact that 
2 x 2 equals 4 cannot be denied; you can- 
not tolerate a man who insists that 2 x 2 
equals 5, much less allow him to teach 
this. If Roman Catholicism has the truth, 
why should religions be allowed to ex- 
ist which preach the opposite?”—T. E. B., 
Berkeley, Cal. 


A. This is an argument often used by 
Catholic apologists; this reader probably 
heard it in various forms from Mgr. Fulton 
Sheen over the radio. It contains the ob- 
vious fallacy of confusing the certainty of 
mathematical computation with religious 
opinion which rests on faith, not on scientif- 
ic calculation. Roman Catholic claims can- 
not stand the light of simple, commonsense 
reasoning and well-proved historical facts; 
much less can they be analysed on a scien- 
tific, mathematical basis. The virtue of our 
American democracy is in the fact that it 
does not crush out opinion of any kind. 
Nazi-fascism and Roman Catholicism im- 
pose their opinions as scientific, God-given 
facts and outlaw the opinions of all others.

Q. “I notice that many Roman Catholic 
priests discard their clerical dress at va- 
cation resorts. Is not this against their 
church regulations?”—S. S., Hollywood, 
Fla. 


A. The street dress of Catholic priests in 
the United States at any time is not in 
strict accord with regulations from Rome. 
These regulations not only require priests 
to wear the Roman collar but also the skirt 
or cassock and wide-brimmed hat on the 
street. Most of all they insist on the shaven 


spot, called the tonsure, on top of the head. 
But American Catholic priests have always 
resented this mode of dress as unbecoming 
aman. As a consequence, in Rome Ameri- 
can priests are accused of dressing at all 
times like laymen, and no differently from 
Protestant ministers. Few Catholic priests 
thus consider it any further disobedience 
to discard the Roman collar for a layman’s 
collar and tie during vacation, and at other 
times, when it suits them not to be recog- 
nized as priests.

Q. “Does the Catholic church ever per- 
mit a priest to marry?’—A. T., Spring- 
field, Mass, 


A. It can but rarely does so. The pope 
permitted Bishop Tallyrand, for instance, 
to marry at the request of Napoleon, and 
also ratified the marriages of many priests 
who took wives during the French Revolu- 
tion. There are also “Uniat” Roman Cath- 
olic priests officiating in parishes in New 
York City and elsewhere who are allowed 
by the church to marry and have children. 
These belong to the Greek or Slavic rite 
and the people of these rites (unlike the 
fear-ridden Irish) want their priests to be 
married. When a priest of the Latin 
or Roman rite marries on his own, he can 
only do so before a Protestant minister or a 
civil marriage officer. He is excommuni- 
cated for so doing and the marriage is held 
by the church to be utterly void. Only the 
pope could absolve him if he recanted, re- 
pudiated his wife and returned to the 


church.

Q. “Does the pope still sell indulgences 
to commit sin?’’—V. P. C., Chicago, Ill. 


A. An indulgence is not now regarded as 
permission to commit sin, nor actual pardon 
for sin itself; it is believed to be a remis- 
sion, in part, of the punishment which is 
said to remain after absolution of mortal 
sin by a priest in confession, and which 
would otherwise have to be suffered in 
purgatory. Neither is direct payment now 
required for indulgences. During times of 
jubilees, Holy Years, etc., it is necessary, 
however, to journey to Rome and visit 
churches to gain special indulgences and 
pardons. During these times most indul- 
gences are suspended in all parts of the 
world outside Rome. This brings much 
revenue to the papal treasury.

‘MEIN KAMPF’ OF CATHOLICISM 


THE LIBERAL ILLUSION, by Louis 
Veuillot, translated and prefaced by 
the Rt. Rev. Msgr. George Barry O’ 
Toole, 8.T.D., Professor of Philosophy 
in the Catholic University of America; 
biographical foreword by Rev. Ignatius 
Kelly, S.T.D., published by the Na- 
tional Catholic Welfare Conference, 
Washington, D. C.; second printing, 85 
pages, Price 30¢. 


NOW more than ever, Americans are eag- 
erly and honestly asking a vital but baf- 
fling question: What is the true, official Cath- 
olic mind? They are anxious to know the 
real attitude of the Catholic church in Amer- 
ica toward democracy, sepafation of church 
and state, religious and racial tolerance and 
other liberal principles that are fundamen- 
tal to our American way of life. The question 
is one of prime importance today, since 
the United States has entered upon an all- 
out plan of defense of each and every one 
of these principles, and since the Roman 
Catholic church is, as it always has been, a 
factor to be reckoned With in matters of 
peace and war. : 


The answer is to be found in this work of 
Louis Veuillot, The Liberal Illusion, sub- 
titled by its authoritative Catholic publish- 
ers “A Refutation of the Fallacious Slogans 
of Recently Resurgent Liberalism”. That it 
expresses the true mind of the Catholic 
church can be judged from the fact that it 
was specially translated and published for 
wide distribution in 1939, by the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference in Washing- 
ton, D. C., at the beginning of the great con- 
flict now being waged to decide the fate 
of liberal principles. It was translated by 
an official of the Catholic University of 
America; another priest-professor at De 
Sales College, Toledo, Ohio, has given it a 
foreword and a biographical sketch of the 
author. At the end of the book is added a 
“Study Outline”, a catechism of 77 ques- 
tions to be answered and acted upon by ref- 
erence to the text. It can be taken for 
granted, therefore, that it is in‘reality a 
textbook outlining the official attitude of the 
Roman Catholic church toward what we 
eall our American way of life. 


The nature of that attitude can be judged 


from the following questions taken at ran- 
dom from the “Study Outline”: 

“By what twofold (sic) power should Chris- 
tian society be governed and what is the 
relation that ought to obtain between 
Church and State?” 


“Is the Masonic principle of the separation 
of Church and State a sound principle?” 
“Ig the liberal principle of the absolute sov- 
ereignty of the people compatible with the 
sovereignty of God?” 


“Which is the superior society, the [(Cath- 
olic] Church or the State?” 


The answer to the first question is: the 
power of the Catholic church and of civil 
government—the “Two Swords” by which 
Christian society must ‘be ruled—the former 
above the latter; “The other, the material 
sword, is in the hand of the representative 
of society, and in order that it may make 
no mistake, it is in duty bound to obey the 
commandment of the Pontiff”. (p. 38). The 
answer to the second question is “No”, and 
is proved by quotation from Pope Leo XIII; 
the same answer, “No”, must be given to 
the third question. To the fourth question 
the answer is, the Catholic church is a so- 
ciety that is superior to the State. 


The book is purposely intended for Cath- 
olic consumption as a warning against “lib- 
eral Catholics”, those members of the Cath- 
olic church who strive to reconcile the lib- 
eral principles of religious tolerance and 
political freedom with the teachings of the 
Catholic church. Of these Veuillot says (p. 
35): 


“I do not say that liberal Catholics are 
heretics. They must first have the will to 
be so. Of many of them I affirm the con- 
trary; of the rest I know nothing, and it is 
not for me to judge. On this question the 
Church will pronounce judgment at the 
proper time, if there be occasion to do so. 
But whatever be their virtues and whatever 
the good intentions that inspire them, I be- 
lieve them to be introducing among us a 
heresy, and one of the most out-and-out 
heresies the world has ever seen.” 

Herein is to be found official Catholic 
church teaching that is subversive of our 
democratic life, freedom of worship, speech 
and press. Although it does not condemn by 
name the Declaration of Independence or 
the United States Constitution, it does, in 
no uncertain terms, condemn the sources 
from which they had their.being: the Re- 
naissance of Learning, the Protestant Re- 
formation, the Contrat Social of “Rousseau 
the Calvinist”, and all who strove to over- 
throw political and religious tyranny and 
who paved the way for the French Revolu- 
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tion. Against all of these the Nazi-fascist 
dictators are warring with the democracies 
today. This booklet, published in English 
and distributed throughout the United 
States at a nominal price by official Roman 
Catholic authorities, should leave no doubt 
as to where they stand in face of the present 
world crisis and its still doubtful outcome. 
It may well be called a Roman Catholic sum- 
mary of Hitler’s Mein Kampf.

REVIEW OF A REVIEW 


NIGHT OVER EUROPE, by Fred- 
erick Schuman, Professor at Williams 
College; Alfred A. Knopf, Inc. $3.50; 
reviewed by Rev. John LaFarge, Asso- 
ciate Editor of the Jesuit magazine 
America—March 1, 1941. 


PROFESSOR Schuman’s book contains the 
story of Western diplomacy before and up 
to 1940. Father LaFarge does not like it 
and disagrees with its thesis which Pro- 
fessor Schuman sums up as follows: 


“The men of the West agreed with the 
men of Moscow that Fascism must make 
conquests or perish. Unlike the men of 
Moscow, they did not wish it to perish, for 
they dreaded the aftermath for which Mos- 
cow hoped. Moscow alone could not prevent 
fascist conquests. Soviet efforts to save 
Ethiopia, Spain, China, Austria and Czecho- 
slovakia were successively frustrated by 
Downing Street and the Quai d’Orsay. Col- 
lective security died. Memorial services 
were held at Munich.” 


The chief reason, however, why Father 
LaFarge does not like this book is because 
Professor Schuman includes Pope Pius XI 
among the “men of the West” who betrayed 
democracy into the hands of the dictators. 
Without the papal baptism which it re- 
ceived by the signing of the Lateran Treaty 
in 1929, Fascism would never have grown 
to maturity in Christian Europe. 


I do not see how the truth and consis- 
tency of Professor Schuman’s thesis can 
be denied, no matter how distasteful accep- 
tance of help from Russia would have been, 
and even admitting, as the author does, 
the faithlessness of Soviet diplomacy. But 
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Father LaFarge not only denies it but re- 
sents it, and leaves no doubt that he has 
no fault to find with Chamberlain, Dalddier 
and others who went so far in appeasing the 
dictators up till Munich. He has nothing 
but praise, of course, for the Vatican’s prior 
capitulation to Fascismo. 


In doing so, this Jesuit accurately ex- 
presses the authoritative mind of the Cath- 
olic church, which, even now, after three 
full years of the effects of Munich, would 
have the democracies make a negotiated 
peace with the dictators rather than have 
the United States cooperate with England 
and Russia to destroy Nazi-Fascism once 
for all.
